When little Willie shows that he has un usual 
talen t for play in g the violin , his paren ts usually 
see glitterin g vision s of a highly salaried child 
prodigy an d start puttin g him through the grin d 
that will make him a profession al con cert musi- 
(cian . 
I On ce in a great while it works, an d little Wil­ 
lie follows in the footsteps of Elman an d Heifetz. 
More often , however, it does n ot. Willie becomes 
just an other fiddler, an d he discovers too late 
that his whole childhood was wasted. 
All of this, of course, isn ’t a problem that the 
average paren t n eeds to worry about. But it is 
an illustration of the attitude paren ts are too apt 
to take when their children show musical ability ; 
an d a remark recen tly made at the con ven tion 
of the Nation al Federation of Music clubs by 
Mrs. Elmer J. Ootaway , presiden t of the federa­ 
tion , is worth bearin g in min d. 
“Paren ts must be taught,” she said, “that 
merely because their y oun gsters show musical 
talen t is n o reason for in ten sely preparin g them 
for a profession al career. Music for its own sake 
is the fun damen tal joy .” 
There is a lot of good sen se to that remark. 
Sometimes it seems as if the Un ited States to- 


day had too man y profession al musician s—a lot 
of whom, by the way , are n ot eatin g regularly 
these day s—an d too few amateurs. Paren ts are 
alway s willin g to stan d the ex pen se of musical 
train in g if they believe th at their y oun g hope­ 
ful can cash in on it when he goes out in to the 
world. They are n ot so willin g when they kn ow 
that he will n ever make a cen t out of it. 
But there are few thin gs that give on e more 
solid en joy men t, durin g the course of a life­ 
time, than the ability to play some musical in ­ 
strumen t passably well. There is a spiritual re­ 
lax ation to be foun d in music th at y ou produce 
y ourself that can be gain ed in n o other way . 
Even the poor wight who can play n othin g but 
the n ewest jazz kn ows this is true. 
An d that is n ot the whole of it. Kn owin g how 
to play en ables on e to get more en joy men t from 
the music the profession als produce. The best 
possible way to learn to appreciate great music 
is to learn how to play y ourself. 
Paren ts who guide their child carefully to­ 
ward in timate acquain tan ce with some musical 
in strumen t, with n o thought of public perform­ 
an ces, are givin g the child a possession th at will 
be priceless later on .

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GUIDANCE IN MUSIC 


When little Willie shows that he has unusual 


talent for playing the violin, his parents usually 
see glittering visions of a highly salaried child 
,-prodigy and start putting him through the grind 
!that will make him a professional concert musi- 
cian. 
I Once in a great while it works, and little Wil- 
lie follows in the footsteps of Elman and Heifetz. 
More often, however, it does not. Willie becomes 
just another fiddler, and he discovers too late 
that his whole childhood was wasted. 


All of this, of course, isn't a problem that the 


average parent needs to worry about. But ft is 
an illustration of the attitude parents are too apt 
to take when their children show musical ability; 
and a remark recently made at the convention 
of the National Federation of Music clubs by 
Mrs. Elmer J. Ootaway, president of the federa- 
tion, is worth bearing in mind. 


"Parents must be taught," she said, "that 


merely because their youngsters show musical 
talent is no reason for intensely preparing them 
for a professional career. Music for its own sake 
is the fundamental joy." 


There is a lot of good sense to that remark. 


Sometimes it seems as if the United States to- 


day had too many professional musicians—a lot 
of whom, by the way, are not eating regularly 
these days—and too few amateurs. Parents are 
always willing to stand tiie expense of musical 
training if they believe that their young hope- 
ful qan cash in on it when he goes but into the 
world. They are not so willing when they know 
that he will never make a cent out of it. 


But there are few things that give one more 


solid enjoyment, during the course of a life- 
time, than the ability to play some musical in- 
strument passably well. There is a spiritual re- 
laxation to be found in music that you produce 
yourself that can be gained in no other way. 
Even the poor wight who can play nothing but 
the newest jazz knows this is true. 


And that is not the whole of it. Knowing how 


to play enables one to get more enjoyment from 
the music the professionals produce. The best 
possible way to learn to appreciate great music 
is to learn how to play yourself. 


Parents who guide their child carefully to- 


ward intimate acquaintance with some musical 
instrument, with no thought of public perform- 
ances, are giving the child a possession that will 
be priceless later on.

Finding an old ax, belonging to 
Mr. Borders, who was "clearing'' 
the woods, and unknown to the 
teacher, they "hacked" an old 
deadened beech tree,* some fif- 
teen inches in diameter, until 
nearly ready to fall and at recess 
John Borders, a boy about nine 
years old and Willie Mull, went 
back to finish the job. 


In less than ten minutes the 


tree fell, being badly rotted on 
one side. Willie started to run 
toward the school house and got 
about 27 feet from the stump of 
the tree, when caught by it and 
crushed to the ground. Little 
Borders called for help and 
they rolled the broken part off 
Willie and called again, and all 
called the teacher, Miss Anna 
Thompson. She responded im- 
mediately, where she saw the 
little fellow pale and motion- 
less. 


She raised his head and bath- 


ed his face. He seemed to re- 
vive and recognize her—she 
spoke and he tried to answer, 
lifted his hand to his head, then 
dropped it, turned dark in the 
face, quivered and all was over. 
Miss Thompson, carried him to 
the schoolhouse (about 8 rods 
away) and laid him on a bench 
before neighbors arrived. 


Born July 31, 1872, he was,a 


promising boy, but in less than 
thirty minutes" from his last 
recitation he was a corpse. His 
funeral services were held at 
Goddard's church conducted by 
Rev. A. E. Thompson.

As an example. of what Mr. 


is setting before his ^read-, 


,ers, we refer to bis analysis pf 
the tax receipt of the owner of 
a 159-acre farm in Salamohie 
township, a farm that 'can be 
taken as typical of the territory. 
This farm' is valued for taxa- 
tion at $13,530, the rate is $2.43 
and the amount paid in taxes is 
$328.78. . 


Of the anwunt this fanner 


pays each year -in taxes, the 
township gets $219.86, or 66.8%; 
the county gets $.69.67, or 21.1%, 
and the state gets $3954, or 
12.1%. 
Of this tax money, 


$73.55 goes to pay for adminis- 
tration, such as salaries and ex- 
penses of officials, 
township, 


county and state; $57.50 goes for 
roads, township' and county; 
$155.60 for township schools; 
$15.41 for state school itemSj and 
the rest goes for poor relief, 
township library, county hospit- 
al, county sinking fund, Soldiers' 
Memorial at Indianapolis, Dunes 
Park, state board of agriculture, 
state forestry, state library. 


As noted, schools take more 


of this farmer's tax money than 
any other item. With township 
schools' iri* session 160 days, they 
cost him a little more than 97 
cents for each school day, not 
counting what he pays to- the 
state school fund. 


Comparisons, they say, are pd- 


ious, but in this instance they 
are enlightening. 
Mr. Wiley 


points out that this farmer, 
whose tax bill is under discus- 
s^on, owned the same farm in 
1905, at which time his land and 
improvements were assessed at 
$4,000, the rate was $1.31 and the 
total tax paid was $52.40, less 
than one-sixth of what it is now. 
He paid into the state treasury 
then $12.40, now he pays $39.24, 
of a little more than three times 
as much. Then he paid $16.10 to 
support all county officers, now 
he pays $41.10 for the same pur- 
pose, two and a half times more. 
Then he paid $1.60 'to run the 
administration end of his town- 
ship, now he pays more than six 


times that amount, or 
mien, he paid ;$12.40 to"keep|gij> 
county and township roads, 
he pays $57.50, an in 
more than four and a half ti 
Then he paid ;:$7J50' for ' '"' 
schools, now he pays

years ago.

prof A. M. Low, British scient- 


ist, said he had been approached 
by a man who wished him to de- 
sign an apparatus that would 
carry its pasenger up 50 miles, or 
five times as high as Piccard's 
mark. 
"His idea consists of a man 


carying rocket, complete with 
oxygen equipment and with a 
parachute enabling a return to 
earth," said Professor Low. 


"Theoretically the project is 


feasible. Certainly it shows the 
trend of human ambition. 


"There is certain to be a revival 


of schemes for reaching Mars, 
the moon, or some other heaven- 
ly body. The schemes probably 
will be wildly impracticable, but 
thev may bear some scientific 
fruit." 
. , 
Experts at the meteorological 


office of the air ministry were 
keenly interested in Piccard's ob- 
servations, having undertaken 
balloon altitude experiments for 
a long time themselves. 


"Balloons equipped with self- 


recording instruments are re- 
leased at intervals," an official 
explained, "They 
burst when 


they reach a certain height. 


"The instruments are con- 


tained in a bamboo framework 
which breaks the fall. A red flag 
is attached to attract attention 
nd a reward is given to the find- 
er of the instruments. 


"Observations have been made

'Trader Horn,' Vet 
Explorer of Africa 


Jungles, Succumbs 


Whitstable, Kent. Eng., June 


26— (AP)—Alfred Aloysius Smith 
—known to the world as "Trad- 
er Horn"—died today at a nurs- 
ing home to Tankerton after a 
brief illness. He was a "youn'g 
man of 82" to his own words. 


He was stricken with a chill 


at the home of his sister several 
days ago and did not rally. With 
a sparkling eye and a great 
white beard, he maintained un- 
til his death bed the happy, 
breezy manner that accompan- 
ied a career of adventure. 


"Trader Horn" came out of the 


jungles of the dark continent to 
take a place to the spotlight of 
the world's literary capitals. In 


collaboration with Mrs. Ethel- 
reda Lewis, he wrote "Trader 
Horn" and entertained England 
and AmBrica with fascinating 
tales of his experiences with 
African natives. 


His travels began to 1871 when 


he left Lancashire for the ivory 
coast of west Africa on behalf of 
a Liverpool steamship company. 
&fter assisting the company's 
agent to promote the ivory and 
rubber trade, he at length de- 
veloped into the almost mythical 
personage 
of "Trader Horn" 


with a dozen sidelines.
